Presidential

Not since 1962 has there been such a 
gala affair on the Gardner-Webb campus 
as the anticipated inauguration of the 
tenth president, Dr. M. Christopher 
White. Inaugurations, like graduation 
ceremonies, are filled with the pomp and 
circumstance of the procession of academic 
dignitaries. The last such occasion for 
Gardner-Webb was the inauguration of 
Dr. E. Eugene Poston as president twenty- 
five years ago. 

Beginning Monday , April 6 , Gardner- 
Webb will host three days of inauguration 
festivities leading up to the installation 
ceremony on April 8. Activities include an 
inaugural concert by the Gardner-Webb 
Concert Choir Monday evening, an in¬ 
augural dinner Tuesday evening, and the 
Faculty / Delegate Breakfast Wednesday 
morning. 

TYie installation ceremony on the O. 
Max Gardner Lawn will begin at 10:30 
a.m. Wednesday, with a picnic lunch on 
the college grounds following. A reception 
honoring Dr. and Mrs. White will be held 
from 2 p.m. to 3:30 p.m. in the O. Max 
Gardner Fine Arts Center as an ending to 
the three-day festivities. 

Hundreds are expected to attend the in¬ 
stigation ceremony, which will be part of 
the regular convocation series. The 
significance of the ceremony is evidenced 
by the almost unheard of occurrence of the 
cancellation of morning classes to accom¬ 
modate the festivities. 

University of North Carolina President 
C.D. Spangler Jr. will be the guest 
speaker. Hobart C. Smith, chairman of 
the Presidential Search Committee and 
former chairman of the Board of Trustees, 
will introduce Dr. White. Trustee Chair¬ 
man Lloyd C. Bost will preside and of¬ 
ficially invest Dr. White with the rights

and responsibilities of the Gardner-Webb 
presidency. 

Other distinguished representatives of 
various constituencies will include Arthur 
L. Walker Jr. for the Southern Baptist 
Convention, Roy J. Smith for the Bap¬ 
tist State Convention of North Carolina, a 
representative from the Governor’s Office 
for the State of North Carolina, Sam 
McMahon Jr. for the Board of Trustees, 
Gilmer W. Blackburn for the Faculty, 
Michael Rousseaux for the Student 
Government Association, Robert M. Pet¬ 
tyjohn for the Alumni Association, John 
T. Henley for the North Carolina Associa¬ 
tion of Independent Colleges and Univer¬ 
sities, George W. Clay for the City of 
Shelby, and John Washburn for the Town 
of Boiling Springs. 

Former Gardner-Webb Presidents E. 
Eugene Poston and Craven E. Williams 
will also be present to witness the in¬ 
vestiture . 

Official delegates from approximately 
125 colleges, universities and learned 
societies will participate in the academic 
ceremony , symbolizing confidence in the 
new president and expressing good wishes 
to Gardner-Webb College. 

The inaugural ceremony will closely 
resemble the medieval ceremonies from 
which it originated. Symbols of authority 
such as the College’s seal and charter will 
be presented to President White as part of 
the investiture. Those present will be 
reminded that they are part of an age-old 
tradition. 

The inauguration of the College’s tenth 
president will be a time to reaffirm our 
faith and to speak aloud our dreams for 
Gardner-Webb College.

“The Future: Building on a Solid Foundation 
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Tommy P. Bridges 

Tommy P. Bridges (’56) of Kings Mountain has been named chairman of the Kings 
Mountain division. 

Bridges, owner of Bridges’ Auto Parts for thirty years, said he accepted this leadership 
role because “Gardner-Webb College has been good to me.” Both Bridges and his wife, 
Ada W. Bridges(’56), attended G-W. In fact, Mr. and Mrs. Bridges were married during 
Thanksgiving vacation while students at the College. 

The Bridges’ two daughters also are G-W alumnae: Lisa Kay Bridges Bolt (’82) and Cin¬ 
dy Denise Bridges Tindall (’79). 

A pilot, Bridges grew up with flying. His father, William Paul Bridges, was owner of 
Bridges’ Airport in Shelby. A former flight instructor , Mr. Bridges is a member of the Civil 
Air Patrol. He served six years on the Kings Mountain Board of Education. A member of 
First Baptist Church in Kings Mountain, Bridges has served as a deacon , Sunday School 
teacher and R.A. leader.

Mr. Charles I. Dover 
Mrs. Donnis G. Yelton 

There are many people whose commit¬ 
ment to Gardner-Webb College has been 
the cornerstone upon which the College 
has been built. Continuing their lifelong 
tradition of service to the College are Mr. 
Charles I. Dover and Mrs. Donnis G. 
Yelton, honorary chairpersons of the 
$5.95 million capital campaign, “The 
Future: Building on a Solid Foundation.” 

Mr. Charles I. Dover and his late 
brother, John R. Dover Jr., established the 
Dover Foundation in 1944 at the urging of 
Gov. O. Max Gardner. The initial objec¬ 
tive of the foundation was to construct a 
library for the College. Through the years 
support from the Dover family has made 
possible the original Dover Memorial 
Library, the John R. Dover Memorial Li¬ 
brary, the Charles I. Dover Campus 
Center, the John R. Dover Jr. Memorial 
Chapel, the Kathleen Nolan Dover The¬ 
atre and the Kathleen Nolan Dover 
Gardens. 

Not so visible as the Dover buildings, 
but as essential to the College’s growth, 
are other evidences of their assistance— 
well-stocked shelves in the library, endow¬ 
ment funds, the Dover Scholarships and 
the Steinway concert grand piano given to 
the fine arts program. 

In reflecting on his years of involvement 
with the College, Mr. Dover said, “I never 
had any idea that it (G-W) would grow in¬ 
to what it has. Gardner-Webb has gone 
way beyond my dreams of what I thought 
it would be. It has been wonderful to see it 
grow and become the institution it has.” 

Mrs. Donnis Gold Yelton is an alumnus 
of Boiling Springs High School, now 
Gardner-Webb College. The high school’s 
first principal, Professor J. D. Huggins, 
became “like a second daddy” to her and 
encouraged her to continue her education 
despite financial pressures. She remem¬ 
bers still the dream he shared with her to 
“see us have a college here one day.” 
Though she went on to graduate from the 
University of North Carolina at Greens¬ 
boro, she always felt great love for 
Gardner-Webb. 

She and her late husband, Paris L. 
Yelton, became staunch supporters, 
tirelessly giving of themselves to all aspects 
of the College. They were instrumental in 
broadening the residential space by their 
gift of the Lutz-Yelton Men’s Dormitory. 
The College’s newest addition, the Lutz- 
Yelton Convocation Center, expanded 
tremendously the athletic, academic and 
community-based programs of the College 
and was a direct result of the Yeltons’ sup¬ 
port of Gardner-Webb. 

Mrs. Yelton, a former trustee of the Col¬ 
lege, was named “Alumna of the Year” 
in 1959- Anyone conversing with her can 
easily sense her great love and pride in 


Gardner-Webb. When her husband asked 
why he contributed so willingly to G-W 
even though an alumnus of the rival high 
school to Boiling Springs, he replied, “I 
married Gardner-Webb!” Mrs. Yelton 
laughingly responded, “Yes, that’s me all 
right.” 

David Ellis 

David Ellis of Shelby has accepted the 
chairmanship of the Shelby division. Ellis, 
manager of the Shelby Belk-Stevens store, 
states that he has accepted this position of 
leadership because he feels that G-W is an 
asset to Cleveland County. 

‘ ‘We are lucky to have such a good col¬ 
lege in our county. But colleges are in a 
very competitive situation. In a nutshell, 
Gardner-Webb must be attractive and 
keep up its facilities in order to stay com¬ 
petitive,” Ellis says. 

Though not a G-W alumnus, Ellis 
nevertheless considers loyalty to the Col¬ 
lege important because the College makes 
the community stronger by its presence 
and by the opportunities it offers. “And it 
is possible to be loyal to two colleges,” he 
adds. 

Ellis and his wife, Susan, are graduates 
of Wake Forest University. The Ellises are 
keenly interested in young people and 
their education. Mrs. Ellis is a school 
psychologist for the Cleveland County 
Schools. 

For almost his entire life, David Ellis has 
been active in Young Life, an organization 
he now leads. “It’s amazing how much 
our lives revolve around education. Maybe 
I have a sensitivity to education that others 
might not have because of my 
experiences,” he explains. 

Ellis, who has served on the G-W Board 
of Advisors, also hires G-W students and 
graduates. Ellis says, “At our store we hire 
Gardner-Webb students and graduates. 
They are quality people and hard workers. 
In fact, all the associations I have had with 
the College have been top-notch. If I can 
be a small part of this effort to strengthen 
the College, I’ll be glad to do so.” 

Rev. Carl Greene 

Rev. Carl Greene will head the Lat- 
timore, Casar, Polkville, Lawndale and 
New House division of the $5.95 million 
capital campaign. An alumnus of Boiling 
Springs Junior College, Greene also is a 
graduate of Wake Forest University and 
Southeastern Baptist Theological Semi¬ 
nary. Though retired from Northdale 
Baptist Church in Charlotte, Greene is 
now pastor of Mt. Zion Church in the 
South Mountain Association. 

Greene worked with Mr. Lloyd Bost in 
the I960 capital campaign raising the 
most money that year. An enthusiastic 
supporter of the College, Greene wants 
“to do everything I can to help keep 
Gardner-Webb the strong Christian in¬ 
stitution it is.” 


The sales manager of the Shelby Sears 
store, James R. “Sonny” Huggins is a 
1958 G-W graduate. Chairing the Boiling 
Springs division reflects his desire to pay 
back a part of what the College has given 
him. ‘‘At Gardner-Webb, I was 
motivated in a way you wouldn’t be in a 
larger school, mainly because my pro¬ 
fessors took a personal interest in me.” 

Huggins adds, “Gardner-Webb Col¬ 
lege turns out a product that can’t be 
measured in dollars and cents. Its 
graduates are working in many different 
jobs in every part of the world.” 

Another reason for supporting G-W’s 
“The Future: Building on a Solid Founda¬ 
tion” campaign, according to Huggins, is 
that GWC strengthens the surrounding 
area by attracting good people to it, many 
of whom settle in the area. 

Huggins, a volunteer worker in previous 
G-W campaigns, is a past president of the 
Boiling Springs Lions Club, serves on the 
board of directors of Crawley Memorial 
Hospital, and is a deacon at the Boiling 
Springs Baptist Church. He is married to

They are 
the parents of three children, Julie H. 
Daves (’84), Paul (’86) and Catherine a 
student at Meredith College. 

Huggins’ grandparents, Mr. & Mrs. 
J.D. Huggins Sr., were involved with the 
College from the time of its founding in 
1905 as Boiling Springs High School. J.D. 
Huggins Sr. was hired as the school’s first 
principal in 1907 and was the first dean 
when the school became Boiling Springs 
Junior College in 1928. 

Students, faculty and even his own w\£e 
always referred to him as ‘ ‘Professor Hug¬ 
gins. ’ ’ Professor Huggins was so dedicated 
to the school and its survival that during 
one lean year he worked without pay. Ac¬ 
cording to his grandson, “The school was 
his life. ’ ’ When Professor Huggins died in 
1932, the trustees passed a resolution 
recognizing that the institution was in¬ 
debted to Huggins, “more than to any 
other man or group of men for its 
material, intellectual and spiritual 
achievement.

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Forrest Feezor: “He Couldn’t Get 
An Education — So He Did!” 

Feezor, who died at the age of 94, was a well-known and beloved Southern Baptist 
preac. er. is autobiography, Spint-Led Man of God, has been compiled for publication 

K close friend ’ Dr. Garland A. Hendricks, director of the B.E. Morris Academy of 
vjWC. 

Speaking at the January meeting of the Christian Service Organization, Hendricks an¬ 
nounced that one half of the royalties from the sale of Spirit-Led Man of God will go in¬ 
to the scholarship fund memorializing Feezor. 

Hendricks chronicled Feezor’s struggle to get an education with remarks entitled, 
He Couldn’t Get an Education, So He Did!” Born in 1892 on a humble farm outside 
Lexington, N.C., Forrest Chalmers Feezor grew up, as he himself later said, “with an in¬ 
satiable desire to get an education.” A second unquenchable desire was to become a 
Christian minister. 

However, at 18 years of age, Feezor had only a fifth grade education. His father releas¬ 
ed him from the farm to attend school but warned Feezor there would be no money 
from the family for his education. 

Making his own way financially , Feezor entered Wake Forest College when he was 23 
years of age. At Wake Forest he had the opportunity to play football and basketball, 
debate with the Euzelian Literary Society and pastor several Baptist churches. The day he 
graduated from college, he won the oratorical contest. 

Hendricks relates, “When the college president gave Forrest the winner’s medal, his 
father broke down and wept. At lunch that day he handed Forrest a twenty-dollar bill. 
Forrest handed it back to him.” 

Feezor eventually became pastor of some of the largest Baptist churches in North 
CaroYma and Texas, served as pastor to a governor from each state and preached in such 
pYain and simple language that the least educated and sophisticated people in his chur¬ 
ches could understand his messages. He was known as a crusader for Christian prin¬ 
ciples, a peacemaker and an effective gospel preacher.

Friends Give Over $10,000 
To Create Forrest Feezor Scholarship 

A scholarship to enable young ministers to get an education at GWC has been 
established in memory of the late Reverend Forrest C. Feezor of Shelby. More than 
$ 10,000 in endowed gifts has been received by the Christian Service Organization of the 
College since Feezor’s death December 2. 

Dr. Bob Morgan, president of the Christian Service Organization and G-W professor 
of French and mathematics, announced the endowment of the Feezor scholarship at the 
winter meeting of the Christian Service Organization in January. On hand for the en¬ 
dowment were Feezor’s daughter Anne Joy Ballew of Waco, N.C., and her husband, 
Rev. Royce Ballew, as well as several of the initial donors to the scholarship fund. 


Sessoms Establish Scholarship Fund 


Because they remember the struggles 
they had as a married couple seeking an 
education, the Reverend and Mrs. Ed 
Sessom recently endowed a scholarship 
fund at GWC. “The memories of what it 
was like for us triggered us to establish it 
for others,” said Mrs. Mafrey Sessom. 

The income from the Mafrey Richard¬ 
son and Edward H. Sessom Endowed 
Scholarship Fund will provide financial 
assistance to G-W students who have com¬ 
mitted their lives to full-time Christian ser¬ 
vice. The principal of the fund will be a 
part of the endowment of the Christian 
Service Organization (CSO), a subsidiary 
of the College that provides aid to 
students entering church-related voca¬ 
tions. Rev. Sessom was actively involved in 
the formation of the CSO in 1971, serv¬ 
ing as its first interim president, and has 
served a total of seven years as its presi¬ 
dent. 

President Chris White said, “We like 
the creation of this type of fund. We’re 
always grateful for contributions to the 
CSO that are considered an endowment of 
the College.” 

Before entering the ministry, Rev. 
Sessom was employed as a N.C. state 
auditor. To prepare for the ministry, 
Sessom studied at Elon College, later 
receiving the Certificate of Theology from 
Southeastern Baptist Theological 
Seminary and the Certificate from the 


Clinical Pastoral Care School of Dorothea 
Dix Hospital. 

Natives of Wake County, N.C., the 
Sessoms moved to Cleveland County in 
1968 when he assumed the pastorate of 
the Pleasant Grove Baptist Church. He 
later served as pastor of the Flint Hill Bap¬ 
tist Church, and in January retired as 
pastor of the Bethlehem Baptist Church of 
Kings Mountain, N.C. They recently built 
a home in the Flint Hill community (near 
Boiling Springs) where they intend to 
retire. 

Over the years the Sessoms have been 
actively involved in foreign mission work. 
Since 1970 Rev. Sessom has made 13 
preaching trips to the Caribbean countries 
of Jamaica, Haiti and the Dominican 
Republic. 

Mrs. Mafrey Sessom is a private duty 
nurse, having graduated four years ago 
from Cleveland Technical College as a 
Certified Nursing Assistant. Her husband 
points out that “at age 55, she was the 
oldest lady in her class but was tops in the 
class, making a 100 on the final exam.” 

In addition to the scholarship fund, the 
Sessoms have two life memberships in the 
CSO. Life memberships are awarded to in¬ 
dividuals or groups who contribute $5000 
to the CSO. One life membership was 
given in their honor by the Pleasant Grove 
Baptist Church and the other was 
established by the Sessoms themselves in 
1984.

For Dr. Terry L. Fern, directing opera is 
like creating art on a blank canvas. “I feel 
the most creative when I’m directing an 
opera. How and when I put the music, 
costumes, set and drama on that stage is 
the result of my imagination; and opera of 
course is the ultimate medium of varied 
artistic expression.” 

Fern often is heard encouraging 
students to use their imagination and 
thereby increase their creativity. 

Since 1984 Fern has directed the Opera 
Theatre at the College. Opera is required 
by sacred music majors to prepare them to 
combine music and drama in church 
presentations. Opera is available for all 
majors, however. 

The G-W Opera Theatre presents one 
opera each year during the fall. This fall 
the Theatre presented “The Birthday of 
the Infanta,” a one-act chamber opera by 
Ron Nelson. 

A special morning performance was ar¬ 
ranged for several hundred area public 
school children. Fern states that ‘‘the 
children find opera exciting — both the 
singing and the story line. We got a lot of 
positive response from this ‘Student Day 
at the Opera.”’

Fern is a performer as well as a direc¬ 
tor/coach, having performed in such 


operas as ‘‘The Marriage of Figaro” and 
‘ ‘Fiddler on the Roof. ’ ’ He starred as Cap¬ 
tain Von Trapp in a Western New York 
production of ‘‘The Sound of Music.” 

A native of Oklahoma, Fern grew up 
with an interest in engineering and ex¬ 
celled in athletics. ‘‘I was an athlete first 
and musician later,” he explains. When he 
was 17, he became involved in his church’s 
youth choir, which led to his interest in a 
career in a church-related music field. 

He graduated from Oklahoma Baptist 
University with a bachelor of music degree 
and intended to pursue a master of music 
degree but was interrupted by the Viet¬ 
nam War. 

From 1966-68 Fern served in the U.S. 
Marine Corps, spending a year in Vietnam 
where he attained the rank of sergeant and 
received the Navy Achievement Medal 
with Combat V. Of his military service, 
Fern comments, ‘‘I think it is important 
for the public to realize that a great many 
Vietnam veterans have achieved responsi¬ 
ble goals in life.” 


Following military service, Fern earned 
a master of music degree in vocal perfor¬ 
mance from the University of Louisville. 
In 1986 he earned the doctor of musical 
arts degree in voice performance from 
North Texas State University in Denton, 
Texas. 


“For many G-W students, it's 
the first time they've performed in 
an opera. It means a great deal to 
hear rewarding comments from 
students as they have the oppor¬ 
tunity to expose themselves to the 
demands of music and theatre. I 
have not been more thrilled than 
when I once heard a church music 
major say, after performing in an 
opera , T can't wait to sing a solo in 
church now.'" 


Reaccredited 

The two-year Associate Degree in Nurs- 
ing program at GWC has been reac¬ 
credited through 1994 by the National 
League for Nursing. 

Dr. Janie M. Carlton, chairman of 
G-W’s Davis School of Nursing, says that 
‘‘being granted full accreditation in 1986 
lasting through 1994 speaks very highly of 
the level of education in our Associate 
Degree program.” 

GWC began the A.D.N. (Associate 
Degree in Nursing) program in 1965 to 
meet the need for nursing education 
created by the closing of Rutherford 
Hospital's diploma nursing program in 
Rutherfo rdton. First accredited in 1970, 
the A.D.N. program was reaccredited in 
1978. The 1987 reaccreditation followed a 
self-study directed and written by Shirley 
Toney, director of the A.D.N. program, 
in conjunction with the nursing faculty. 

Thirty-three students are currently 
enrolled in the A.D.N. program on cam¬ 
pus. After completing the A.D.N. pro¬ 
gram these nursing students have several 
options. Upon passing the NCLE X-RN 
(N.C. Licensing Exam), graduates may 
work as registered nurses. Again last^ear 
100 percent of the graduates of G-Ws 

A. D.N. program passed the N.C. Licens¬ 
ing Exam. 

Some associate degree graduates opt to 
remain at GWC for two more years to pur¬ 
sue a four-year Bachelor of Science in Nur¬ 
sing (B.S.N.) degree. 

In addition to the two nursing degrees 
offered on campus , G-W has a satellite , 

B. S.N. degree program in Statesville, 
N.C. Ninety-six students are enrolled tn 
the Davis School of Nursing in StatesvtWe.

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Black History Month: “A Time To 
Lift Up Ordinary Heroes”

Mayor Harvey Gantt of Charlotte spoke 
in convocation during the month of 
February as a part of Gardner-Webb’s 
recognition of Black History Month. At a 
time normally set aside to honor the ac¬ 
complishments of black Americans such as 
George Washington Carver, Frederick 
Douglass and Harriet Tubman, Gantt 
stressed the collective contributions made 
by ordinary black men and women. Gantt 
believes praise must go to those ‘ ‘millions 
of forebears who demonstrated belief in 
America unmatched by any other group to 
come to these shores.” 

To Gantt it is important to remember 
that no other group in our history was 
brought here against their will, no other 
exposed to slavery, no other suffered the 
mental anguish of oppression, loss of 
culture or racial discrimination. Yet 
despite the obstacles, the mayor re¬ 
marked, ‘‘My ancestors survived that 
history and did more than just survive — 
they prospered!” 


Gantt continued, ‘‘Can you imagine 
our country today without black 
Americans? Afro-American influence has 
been pervasive from the way we walk, act, 
sing, dance, to the quality and level of 
political thought with relation to our 
brotherhood and sensitivity to racial 
issues. ” 

‘‘Why even set a month aside?” Gantt 
asked students. ‘‘Shouldn’t we push to 
have the history of black men and women 
incorporated into the history of all 
Americans? Isn’t that the way we over¬ 
come discrimination? My hope is one day I 
will be invited not during Black History 
Month, but in September or October to 
talk about us as people — not as white, 
black, Italian or Polish. If we allow racism 
to rear its ugly head we go backwards. Our 
goal should be to maximize all the human 
resources within our community. In the 
end we can’t move ahead until all our con¬ 
tributions are recognized. We must 
remember we’re all in this thing 
together.”

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Teaching Award Honors Parents of 

“First Family“

In honor of their parents, who were 
“very good teachers by example,’’ the 
president of GWC and his wife have en¬ 
dowed a fund to recognize the most 
outstanding professor at the College each 
year. Beginning the fund was one of the 
initial projects undertaken by Dr. M. 
Christopher White and his wife, Linda 
Fleming White, soon after Dr. White 
became the tenth president. 

Named for the Whites’ parents, the 
award will be called the Fleming-White 
Award for Excellence in Teaching and will 
consist of a cash award of $500 (minimum) 
and an appropriate plaque. The Whites 
anticipate building the fund so that the 
cash award will soon reach $1,000. 

President White explains, “We put 
together this award in part to honor our 
parents but also to make a statement 
about what is important in this environ¬ 
ment. Gardner-Webb is a teaching in¬ 
stitution. Here the teacher-student rela¬ 
tionship is all-important. The purpose of 
the endowment is to heighten the em¬ 
phasis on excellence in teaching by the 
faculty of Gardner-Webb College.’’ 

In ‘ explaining the decision to make a 
cash award part of the annual recognition, 
White said, “We want to make this award 
significant. The way to do that is with 
money.’’ 

Nominees for the award will be 
evaluated for excellence in teaching. The 
winner must demonstrate effectiveness in 
the classroom, concern for and rapport 
with students and the ability to teach 
students with a wide range of capabilities. 
A select and secret committee consisting of 
three senior faculty members, two Alpha 
Chi honor students and one educator from 
outside the College will evaluate the 
nominees and determine the winner. 

During the spring the Whites will host 
an annual awards luncheon for faculty and 
staff at which time the award will be 
presented. Mr. and Mrs. Martin White 
and Mr. and Mrs. Leonard Fleming, all of 


Hartwell, Georgia, will attend the May 
luncheon at which the award named in 
their honor will first be presented. 

Although none of their parents were 
professional educators, Mrs. White ex¬ 
plains that they were educators by exam¬ 
ple. “Our parents instilled in us a sense of 
pride. They taught us how to work.’’ 

The president adds, “My father wanted 
to make certain that his children learned 
how to handle duty and responsibility, so 
he gave dairy cows to me. When I 
graduated from high school, I passed the 
cows on to my brother. I haven’t milked a 
cow since.’’ 

High school sweethearts, President and 
Mrs. White grew up in Hart County, 
Georgia. Although farming was not the 
main source of income for either family, 
they both lived on farms, learned to work 
in a garden and even picked cotton. While 
the Whites had a variety of dairy cows, the 
Flemings raised Hereford cattle and 
Hereford hogs. Mr. Fleming has, in fact, 
served a term as president of the National 
Hereford Hog Association. 

Seeing that their children were 
educated was a top priority of both the 
Whites and the Flemings. Martin White, 
the owner and operator of a service station 
that since 1945 has been a Hart County in¬ 
stitution, wanted his children to become 
the best they could be. His son says of 
him, “Dad sensed our abilities and our 
talents.’’ 

Of his mother, Christine White, a 
homemaker, her oldest son remarks, 
“Mother was always of the attitude that 
her children would play the piano and go 
to college. She had high expectations.’’ 
And indeed all four of her children do play 
the piano — to a degree — and did go to 
college. Three of the four have earned 
graduate degrees. 

M. Christopher White, the first child, 
was followed by brother Dale, now chief 
social worker at the V.A. Hospital in 
Augusta, Georgia; brother Van, a federal 


bank examiner in Orlando, Florida; and 
sister Martha Jo, choral director at Hilton 
Head High School in South Carolina. 

Linda Fleming White, also the first of 
four children, had parents who encour¬ 
aged her to get an education. Her mother, 
Geneva, is a full-time homemaker who 
loves her home and strives for perfection. 
Her father, Leonard, started in textiles and 
worked his way up to the position of assis¬ 
tant plant manager before retiring in May 
after 35 years with Milliken. 

The Flemings supported their 
daughter’s decision to pursue a degree in 
elementary education. “There was never 
any question that I would be a teacher. I 
wanted it. Daddy wanted it for me,’’ she 
remembers. 

The teaching degree from Tift College, 
in Forsyth, Georgia, has come in handy. 
Mrs. White taught three years in 
Louisville, Kentucky, while her husband 
earned his Master of Divinity degree from 
Southern Baptist Theological Seminary, 
and three more years in Atlanta while he 
earned the Ph.D. from Emory University. 
Before the move to Gardner-Webb, Mrs. 
White was in her fourth year as a teacher 
of the academically gifted at a middle 
school in Elon College, N.C. 

The other Fleming children have re¬ 
mained close to home: David, employed 
by Hartwell Textile Mills; Paul, in 
business management; and Mary, a 
homemaker in Statesboro, Georgia. 

In the nurture of their children, the 


Whites and Flemings were guided by their 
religious beliefs. Linda Fleming White 
states, “Daddy was not a minister, but I 
went to more church services with Daddy 
than any minister’s daughter I know.’ 1 
President White remarks, “I really think 
Mr. Fleming should have been a minister. 
He has served as everything in his church 
but WMU (Women’s Missionary Union) 
leader. He wanted his daughter to marry a 
minister. ” 

It was her father, Linda Fleming White 
adds, who expressed the most happiness 
upon her husband’s selection as the tenth 
president of GWC. Her husband, or¬ 
dained a Baptist minister while in college, 
aspired to become a professor of religion 
after he took his first religion course at 
Mercer University. He became the first 
educator in his family, and the only per¬ 
son in his high school class to earn a doc¬ 
torate. Although he had no aspirations to 
be an administrator, at 32 he became dean 
of academic affairs at Elon College, and at 
42, president of Gardner-Webb College. 

In recognition of the support they have 
received across the years from their 
parents, President and Mrs. White 
therefore have established the Fleming- 
White Award for Excellence in Teaching. 
This teaching award, inspired by parents 
who encouraged excellence in their sons 
and daughters, will likewise serve as a 
lasting inspiration to the faculty of 
Gardner-Webb College in their pursuit of 
excellence. 
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Dr. Bob Morgan, professor of French 
and mathematics, served on the Teacher 
Education Evaluation Team at Meredith 
College for the N.C. Department of 
Public Instruction in November. 

Dr. Carolyn Billings, associate professor 
of music, attended the N.C. Music 
Teachers Association convention at Ap¬ 
palachian State University in October. 
Billings, state chairman of student ac¬ 
tivities, was in charge of the meeting of 
student members and served as a judge in 
the college-level piano competition. 

Dr. Les Brown, professor of biology, has 
been appointed by the N.C. Wildlife 
Resources Commission to serve on its 
Nongame Advisory Committee. 

Dr. M. Christopher White, G-W presi¬ 
dent, was featured speaker at the annual 
meeting of the N.C. Baptist College 
Teachers of English at Wake Forest 
University in October. Three faculty 
members presented papers at the con¬ 
ference: Dr. Dennis Quinn, “Teaching 
Developmental English”; Dr. Bill Stowe, 
“The Business of Communications”; and 
Dr. Jim Taylor, “Teaching Literature.” 
The program was planned and moderated 
by Ernest Blankenship chairman of 
G-W’s department of English language, 
Literature and communications. Also at¬ 
tending the conference was Thitlen 
Osborne, professor of English. 

Dr. DaVrdDeGtaaf, associate professor 
of science education, finished 612th in the 
Charlotte Marathon on January 12. His 
time: 3 hours , 36 minutes , 10 seconds. 

Ben Davis, G-W director of counseling 
and part-time instructor of psychology , 
serves as chairman of Broughton 
Hospital’s Human Rights Committee. He 
recently presented to the N.C. Mental

hospitals. Davis also led a Human Sex¬ 
uality Seminar and Workshop during Oc¬ 
tober at Central United Methodist Church 
in Asheville.

In the News 


From a modest proposal submitted to 
the faculty in 1983 has come G-W’s full- 
fledged communications department at¬ 
tracting nearly 60 majors. 

Dr. Bill Stowe, who chaired the original 
design committee and now the depart¬ 
ment, recently indicated his assessment: 
“We planned well, but we didn’t an¬ 
ticipate everything. However, I am pleas¬ 
ed with our progress, especially in the 
recruitment of students.” 

Funding was an initial concern that con¬ 
tinues to require attention. Says Stowe, 
“We did not want a new major draining 
funds from the budget of already 
established majors. Fortunately, Henry 
Lee Weathers’ generous gift (the old 
Shelby Star building) provided adequate 
funding for start-up. The money from the 
sale of that building I consider an endow¬ 
ment.” 

Another early task was equipping a 
teaching studio at the College’s WGWG 
radio station, housed on campus in what 
used to be the president’s home. Al¬ 
though the radio station was itself 
cramped, with station manager Allen 
Setzer’s help, communications majors 
now have access to a modest but modern 
studio. 

The most recent task has been the ac¬ 
quisition of video and film equipment. 
Stowe indicates that he is generally 
satisfied with purchases so far, but adds, 


“I haven’t been particularly pleased with 
the lack of funds for television. I had an¬ 
ticipated acquiring additional endowment 
funds for a studio. These funds have not 
materialized.” 

The department has purchased some 
video/film equipment recently for the 
TV and film courses presently underway. 
As Stowe explains, “Our communications 
major is designed as a generalist major. 
When a student takes a two-course se¬ 
quence in a medium, the first course is in¬ 
troductory and really does not call for 
much hands-on experience. By 
philosophy, our program is designed to re¬ 
ly on the experience students have in the 
internships more than on the experience 
in the classroom. Most communications 
classrooms, even the best equipped ones, 
are obsolete in terms of what the student 
finds on the actual job.” 

The philosophy of the major is 
something that Stowe finds distinctive. 
First, since the media job market is highly 
competitive, he says, “The more skills that 
you can offer on the entry level, the more 
likely you are to land a job. Then, you can 
work a year or so, display your talents, find 
your interests and rise up the ladder to 
become exactly what you want to be.” 

Secondly, a generalist degree is just 
what a liberal arts college should offer. As 
Stowe puts it, “A well-rounded education 
for a career that has multiple facets seems 


to me ideal for the coming century.” 

The present curriculum offers courses in 
print journalism, radio, television, drama 
and film. Two minors recently added are 
Sign Language Studies, conducted by 
Connie King, and Dramatic Arts, con¬ 
ducted by Dr. Jeff Elwell. 

Recent approval has been given for the 
hiring of a full-time television/radio in¬ 
structor. Stowe says, “Ideally we will soon 
have four faculty members, counting 
myself. The rest of the instructional needs 
will be met by adjuncts who are experi¬ 
enced professionals in their fields. Adjuncts 
bring a freshness to a course that is hard to 
get simply from academic training.” 

Dr. Stowe is optimistic about the future 


of the communications major. By 
December, he had answered more than 
300 inquiries from prospective students. 
Four of this year’s Presidential Scholars an¬ 
nounced the major as their preference, an 
indication that serious students have been 
attracted by the quality of the program. 

“One of my earliest fears,” says Stowe, 
‘ ‘was that this major would be considered 
‘flash and fluff’ by prospective students. 
That has not happened. By and large, our 
majors are articulate , hard-working, 
bright individuals who will make a major 
difference in the media business. ”

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French Students Tour Canada

Dr. and Mrs. Charles Andrews, Dr. Bob 
Morgan and Miss Kathy Lacaze, the 
French assistant, accompanied a group of 
nine G-W French students to Montreal 
and Quebec City during October’s fall 
break. 

The students making the trip were 
Melissa Brown, Boiling Springs; Sue Cot¬ 
trell, Somers Point, N.J.; Debbie Cravey, 
Pt.

Students Meet Scholarship Donors 
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Basketball: Young Bulldogs Wrap Up Season 


The 1986-87 Runnin’ Bulldogs began 
the season with a great deal of optimism. 
It was, however, very much guarded op¬ 
timism. Coach Jim Wiles’ charges had 
several obstacles to overcome. The first of 
these was youth: there were seven 
freshmen and three sophomores on the 
fourteen-player roster. The second 
obstacle was the absence of a proven 
perimeter scorer to fill the gap left by the 
graduation of third-team All-American 
and NBA draft choice Ben Davis. The 
third obstacle was a very ambitious and 
challenging schedule with games against 
such foes as West Virginia State, a top ten 
team; Trevecca Nazarene; and USC- 
Spartanburg. 

The first obstacle, youth, could only be 
overcome with time. However, there was 
little time to be found. Several of the 
freshmen, along with transfers Anthony 
Hailey and Steve Conley, were to play 
significant roles from the outset. There 
was not time for these young men to 
develop slowly. They were to be right in 
the heat of competition from the start. 
Though many mistakes were made, the ef¬ 
fort was there and the talent was evident. 

Hailey gained a starting berth in the 
early season and held it throughout the 
year, averaging 10 points and over six re¬ 
bounds from his post position. Steve Con¬ 
ley started several games and contributed 
eight points and six rebounds per contest 
from the post position. Freshman Darren 
Sanders moved into the starting point 
guard slot before Christmas, only to lose it 
to senior Aaron Patterson before regaining 
the position in late January. Freshmen 
Reggie Ampley and Chad Gough provid¬ 


ed solid depth at the wing positions, while 
6-7 freshmen Bill Fath and Thomas Plaster 
showed that they are proficient scorers 
who in time could be outstanding players 
in District 26. 

The second obstacle, the absence of a 
proven perimeter scorer, was perhaps the 
toughest obstacle to overcome. Junior 
Brad Smith chipped in 12 points per con¬ 
test and senior Grady Martin chipped in 
eight. Both men have an aggressive style 
that enables them to get offensive re¬ 
bounds, recover loose balls and score the 
quick transition basket. 

The third obstacle, an ambitious and 
challenging schedule, lived up to its bill¬ 
ing. The year began with a long trip to 
Nashville, Tenn., to play in the Trevecca 
Nazarene Homecoming Classic. In the 
first game, the Bulldogs defeated 
previously unbeaten Belmont 71-70 on a 
Barry Mayo jumper at the buzzer. The 
next night, however, the Bulldogs took it 
on the chin as the host Trojans won 83-64. 

The Bulldogs began their district 
schedule with a 60-58 victory over High 
Point at home as Anthony Hailey hit a 
jumper at the buzzer. The win-one, lose- 
one pattern continued as the Bulldogs fell 
to Mt. Olive, 77-79, defeated Edward 
Waters 97-80, and lost to USC- 
Spartanburg 65-79. The Bulldogs then 
went on a three-game winning streak as 
they defeated USC-Aiken 73-68, Mars Hill 
77-62, and North Georgia 69-59. The 
team closed out its first semester schedule 
with a 62-74 loss at Catawba. 

The second semester schedule began 
with a trip to West Virginia. The Bulldogs 
defeated Glenville State 72-68 before 


bowing to West Virginia State 98-71. 
West Virginia State was picked number 
one in the nation by one preseason poll 
and remained in the top ten throughout 
the year. 

The Bulldogs then went on a six-game 
winning streak with victories over Benedict 
96-81, a forfeit by Lenoir-Rhyne due to an 
ineligible player (Lenoir-Rhyne actually 
won the game 61-58 with the ineligible 
player hitting the winning basket), 
Benedict 104-95, Morris 80-68, and Fran¬ 
cis Marion 57-54 in the championship 
game of the Rotary Dixie Classic . Anthony 
Hailey was named the MVP of the tourna¬ 
ment. 

The Bulldogs continued the season in an 
up-and-down fashion with losses to Elon, 
Wingate and Mount Olive; wins over 
Barber Scotia and Elon; losses to Catawba 
and Mars Hill; a win over Barber Scotia; a 
loss to Belmont Abbey; and a win over 
Lenoir-Rhyne 57-56 as Stan Easterling hit 
a layup at the buzzer. 

A mid-season knee injury to Stan 
Easterling slowed the team. The 
sophomore post player saw his averages 
slip from over 20 points and almost 10 re¬ 
bounds per contest to just over 18 points 
and nine rebounds per contest. Almost 
coinciding with Stan’s injury was a 
shooting slump that seemed to affect the 
whole team. Several games saw the 
Bulldogs shooting under 40 percent from 
the floor. 

The season’s final two weeks saw the 
Bulldogs drop their last three regular 
season contests with losses to High Point, 
Wingate and regular season district cham¬ 
pion Belmont Abbey. 


The district independent tournament 
immediately followed the season’s end 
and was held in the friendly confines of 
Gardner-Webb’s Paul Porter Arena. The 
Bulldogs defeated Mars Hill in the 
semifinals, and the home crowd’s hopes 
were raised with the win. A loss the 
following night, though, to Belmont Ab¬ 
bey in the championship game denied 
G-W tournament hopes.

Stan Easterling and Brad Smith neared 
the 1000-point mark in their careers. Stan 
had 939 points after 27 games this season 
and Brad had 785. 

Stan Easterling had 470 career rebounds 
after 27 games to place him 11th on the 
AW-Time Gardner-Webb rebounding list. 

Stan Easterling was named District 26 
Player of the Week.

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Teaching Ambition Realized 


The new ‘pro’ 
of classroom 
wants respect

John Singleton knew he wanted to teach 
the minute Miss McIntosh walked into the 
room. 

The tall, vivacious first-grade teacher 
captured the 6-year-old’s fancy on the first 
day. School, he thought to himself, was 
going to be a breeze. 

“She was pretty,’’ Singleton recalls. “I 
think I wanted to learn just to please her. 
Whatever it was, it worked. I looked for¬ 
ward to school.’’ 

Monday, Singleton, now 22, will reach 
what he worked 16 years to achieve. When 
28 students file into his ninth-grade 
physical science class at Grier Junior High 
School for their first day of the 1986-87 
school year, he will attempt to revive the 
same enthusiasm that kept him going. 
Singleton considered walking into the 
classroom and setting some potassium 
ablaze — a violent burst guaranteed to 
arouse the interest of his charges. But it 
might be overkill, he says. 

' ‘The other science teacher and I might 
combine the class the second day and do 
something outside with phosphorus , but 
I’ll probably just introduce myself that 
first day,’’ he says. 

Singleton, a Canton native and a 
graduate of Gardner-Webb College in 
Boiling Springs, represents the new breed 
of teachers.

It's a litany that Singleton is 
tired of hearing . ‘It kind of 

bothers me," he says. "It's an 
honorable profession, and it has its 
own retvards. 9 9 

Singleton relaxes as he takes a break 
from straightening up what will be his 
home for at least the next nine months. 

It is the archetypal high school science 
room. Black laboratory tables and wooden 
chairs fill the yellow cinderblock room. A 
periodic chart denoting the elements 
hangs above the blackboard behind 
Singleton’s desk. A clock and an 
American flag guard the exit. 

"The first thing I want to do is 
to give them the impression of 
being a professional," he says, 
leaning back in one of the chairs. 

‘ 7 need their respect as well as their 
friendship . ” 


Singleton is as big as he is easygoing. 
His large frame envelops the chair. While 
he gives the impression that he is not the 
teacher to challenge, it’s easy to see that 
he will be popular with the students. 

“I want them to understand that I’ve 
been in their shoes and know where they 
are in life. I guess the key is to be consis¬ 
tent and treat them like adults.’’ 

Singleton recalls his worst teacher like 
someone recounting a nightmare over 
breakfast. 

“Her name was Mrs. Pearcy, and I took 
her as having no compassion,’’ he says. 
“She was cruel and heartless. She would 
just scream. At times I felt too scared to 
learn. It was just horrible.’’ 

Singleton hopes the children will re¬ 
spond to his warmth and enthusiasm. If 
the student doesn’t see excitement in their 
teacher, he says, there is no motivation for 
them to learn. 


"After they leave the classroom, 
I want them to be excited and say 
'Hey, I learned something in 
there. 9 " 


Teacher burnout, he says, comes when 
the excitement leaves the profession. “I 
think what is wrong is that the teacher falls 
into a rut — maybe a dull routine — and 
they lose the excitement. A good class is as 
important to the teacher as it is to the stu¬ 
dent.’’ 

Singleton knows the students will test 
him. It will probably come the first week 
when he tells a student to do something 
and the student refuses. 

Singleton will write the student’s name 
on the board and take a minute away from 
the offender’s break. A second infraction 
that day brings a check by the name and a 
writing assignment. A third offense means 
a trip to the office. 

If the class goes 25 days without a mark, 
it gets a movie. “It’s called assertive 
discipline and you have to be consistent,’’ 
he says. “When the perfect child does 


something wrong, his or her name goes up 
on the board. You treat everyone the 
same.’’ 

Singleton is working toward a master’s 
degree at Gardner-Webb. He isn’t sure 
what he wants for a career, but he knows it 
will involve education. 

“As a teacher, I look forward to the 
satisfaction of seeing them learn,’’ he says. 
“I look forward to seeing them grow and 
using the knowledge that they learned.” 


"I think the key to successful 
teaching is trying to reach the stu¬ 
dent and I think you do that by 
looking through their eyes. You 
have to see and feel what they are 
doing. 99

This is the story of a man who wanted 
only to be a country preacher and the 
wayward pupil whose life he set straight. 

The preacher is Vance Havner, the witty 
and well-known author of 30 Christian 
books and back-to-the-Bible evangelist. 

The pupil is Dennis Hester, a country 

singer-turned-preacher. 

Havner, 84, died Aug. 12, 1986, in 
Greensboro, bringing an end to a 72-year 
career. The Rev. Billy Graham delivered 
the eulogy. At the age of 11, Havner stood 
on a chair to deliver his first sermon at 
First Baptist Church in Hickory. Three 
years later, the local Baptist association or¬ 
dained the Jugtown boy a Baptist 
minister. He delivered his last sermon in 

1985. . 

Havner and Hester’s friendship began 
in 1972, when Hester heard Havner 
preach at Gardner-Webb College where 
he studied from 1972 to 1976. The two 
met afterward. 

“One of the first quotes I wrote down 
in my Bible from the speech was, ‘You 
can’t preach it like it is if you don t believe 
it like it was,”’ Hester said. 

The fire that burned in Havner touched 
Hester and strengthened his faith as he 
continued studies at Southeastern 
Seminary, where he graduated in 1979- 
Hester, a Kernersville native, stopped in 
Greensboro to visit Havner on trips home 
from college. Havner, who was a member 
of First Baptist Church in Greensboro for 
42 years, lived in a house near UNCG and 
later at the Friends Nursing Home. 

The visits nourished both men. Hester 
visited Havner’s crippled brother in 
Hickory and reported back on him. They 
talked about preaching and shared notes 
on writing. 

At many of the meetings, Hester kept 
notes of Havner's comments. A few ex¬ 
cerpts from the notes reveal his wit. 

When asked what he could tell others 
about his faith, he replied: 

“I believe I am a child of God and that 
while my Father may discipline me, He 
will never disown me ... 

“I know some make a glorified hobby 
of prophecy, being occupied with His 
coming but not occupying till He comes. I 
know that some are always studying the 
meaning of the fourth toe of the right foot 
of some beast in prophecy, and have never 
used either foot to go and bring men to 
Christ. 

“I could lecture on ‘The Rise and Fall of 
Hitler’s Mustache’ and get a crowd, but if 
I spoke on ‘Obedience’ you couldn’t get 
some folks out to church with a rope and 
tackle. The best way to speed the Lord’s 
return is to win more souls for Him.” 

Such salt-of-the-earth wisdom earned 


Havner the title ‘‘Will Rogers of the 
pulpit,” but Hester said Havner never saw 
himself as a celebrity. 

“He didn’t have any organizations sen¬ 
ding out press releases or brochures, 
Hester said. ‘‘He didn t want publicity or 
money. He only wanted to preach the 
good news. He called people back to the 
Bible, that’s what made his preaching so 
relevant and so powerful. 

Although he’s adopted Havner’s back- 
to-the-Bible stance and tells churchgoers 
to “get right with God and get on with 
Christian living,” Hester once thought 
the answer to his dreams lay in Nashville. 

The duo of Elvis Presley and Johnny 
Cash was a magnet that attracted the 
Kernersville teen-ager to the life of a coun¬ 
try music singer. 

He quit East Forsyth High School after 
the 10th grade to spend more time on his 
music. He worked for his father s land¬ 
scaping business and traveled back and 
forth to Nashville, pitching songs. A 
friend wrote Tight Fittin Jeans for Con¬ 
way Twitty and later won the Song of the 
Year award. 

Hester never made the connections. 
Then in 1970, God lit new dreams. 

Soon afterward, his home church, 
Union Cross Baptist, offered Hester the 
opportunity to serve on an evangelism 
team. He preached and something 
magical happened. 

“My call to preach came soon after I 
became a Christian,” Hester said. ‘‘Every 
time the preacher would preach he would 
say, Maybe God has called you to 
preach.’ 

“I would give a testimony and then 
they would say, ‘Has God ever called you 
to be a preacher?’ I didn’t have any educa¬ 
tion, I knew very little about the Bible, 
and it was pretty frightening to know that 
God was calling me to be a pastor.” 

Though frightened, Hester entered the 
ministry. Jonesboro Baptist Church in 
Roseland, Va., was his first pastorate. He 
served at Roseland from 1979 to 1983, but 
tired of the overinvolvement in communi¬ 
ty affairs required by the job. 

“There wasn’t enough time for me to 
concentrate on being a preacher, Hester 
said. ‘‘I was burned out.” 

Brief stints at Baptist Medical Center in 
Oklahoma City, Okla., as a 
chaplain /intern and at The Kernersville 
News as a reporter /columnist gave him 
some breathing room. 

This summer, he became the pastor of 
Pioneer Baptist in Richmond, Va., where 
he met his wife, Pam, during his trial ser¬ 
mon last October. A missionary to Africa, 
she had stopped at Pioneer to discuss her 
ministry. She wished him luck. 


The two were married after a 30-day 
courtship. “I’m 34 and I knew exactly 
what I was looking for,” Hester said. ^ I 
knew I had found it when I met Pam. 

Hester also found what he was looking 
for when he met Havner. The elderly 
minister provided his pupil with an in¬ 
sight into the church and man s role in ex¬ 
panding it on earth that has become the 
core of his own preaching. 


“J think I was just one of the 
thousands that knew him and lov¬ 
ed him ,'’ Hester said. ' 7 was just a 
preacher boy that stopped by to ad¬ 
mire him . But I think everyone 
needs to hear his message. 


His eyes filled with tears when he re¬ 
called Havner’s depression at not being able 
to travel the revival circuit. His doctor 
allowed him to take only short day trips 

out of the nursing home. 

“He was just a man like the rest or us 
and he struggled,” Hester said. 
“Sometimes he felt like his prayers didn t 


get any higher than the ceiling. He didn’t 
think it was right that the doctor told him 
he couldn’t preach.” 

With Havner dead, Hester is keeping 
his former mentor’s spirit alive in writing. 
He recently published The Vance Havner 
Quote Book, a compilation of bits from 27 
books and out-of-print articles. His 
newspaper and magazine articles in¬ 
variably include Havner quotes. 

“I have to make a conscious effort,” 
Hester said, ‘‘or I’d quote him in every 
sermon. ’ ’ 

He never became a country singer, but 
chose to live a life instead that Havner 
described as “intensely spiritual but 
perfectly natural.” 

Hester has no second thoughts about 
being a minister and has his own theme: 
be yourself. 

“I’m not trying to be another Vance 
Havner because no one can take his place. 
You’ve got to find your own way. Be dif¬ 
ferent. Be who you are because you never 
know when God would take little dif¬ 
ference in your life and use it effectively to 
his glory.”

Max (’49) and Mary Padgett of Hickory 
have established the first endowed fund 
exclusively for the support of the perform¬ 
ing arts at Gardner-Webb College. The 
substantial endowment gift, establishing 
the Mary and Max Padgett Fund, will pro¬ 
vide support for the College’s Concert 
Choir.
